Ancient Symbol. 


The historic silver oar of the 


high court of admiralty excited the 
interest of members of the Ameri- 
can and Canadian bars who visited 
the law courts at the invitation of 
Mr. Justice Hill in order to view 
this antique ensign of the court's 
authority to arrest 
both persons 


and vessels. 


It has been definitely established 


that the oar was in use in the time 
of Queen Elizabeth, fo| on the base 
of it, engraved on the edge, are the 
•words, "Jasper Swift, Marshal of 
the Admiralte." Swift 
was 
the 


marshal in the reigns of the Virgin 
Queen. 


The records in the record office 


show that the judge of the adrai- 
ralte court in the time of the Eliz- 
abethan marshal was a Sir Julius 
Caesar, who was also master of the 
rolls. The royal arms on the oar 
are surmounted by a high-arched 
crown, the middle arch of which 
having been broken away (it is 
thought in the days of Cromwell) 
a more modern crown has been en- 
graved iu the vacant space.

"We deem it to be our duty to- 


wards all our children in God to 
warn and urge all mankind, chiefly 
the governments, to endeavor by 
exertion of common efforts to ward 
off the grave dangers arising from 
socialism and communism."

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—The 


administration today prepared for 
quick action to head off the resolu- 
tion calling on President Coolidge 
to summon a conference of white 
nations bordering on the Pacific to 
organize against Japan which Rep- 
resentative Britten, Illinois, repub- 
lican, announced last night he 
•would introduce into the house to- 
day. 


"Japan's open preparation for 


war is a reason why the white 
peoples 
surrounding the Pacific 


ocean should have a definite de- 
fensive policy tor mutual protec- 
tion and the quicker this is done, 
the better," said Britten in an- 
nouncing his resolution. 


High officials today deplored as 


untrue and dangerous the- state- 
ment that Japan was preparing for 
war. 


"The feeling between the two 


governments Is one of complete 
friendliness and understanding, de- 
spite the efforts of 
ill-advised 


groups In each country to stir up 
trouble," an administration leader 
said in a semi-official 
utterance 


today. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—The 


house immigration committee has 
approved a project for summoning 
a conference of all the countries of 
the western hemisphere to meet in 
the-iUnited States to bring about a 
uniform immigration policy. 


President Coolidge may shortly 


be called upon to summon the con- 
ference. Return of Secretary 
of 


Labor Davis from South America, 
where he has been sounding out 
sentiment toward such a meeting 
is awaited before giving the move- 
ment definite form. 


The projected conference which 


has been discussed by the com- 
mittee in secrecy for the past three 
months would seek first to band 
new world countries into a sort of 
"Monroe doctrine of immigration" 
and second, to standardize admis- 
sion requirements and administra- 
tive details of handling and locat- 
ing immigrants. 
Such questions as 


exclusion of Japanese would come 
up only in a general way at first. 
The conference would not attempt 
to take up the questions if immi- 
gration into the western hemi- 
sphere from any particular coun- 
try, confining itself only to laying 
down general principles of new 
world immigration policy. Ques- 
tions affecting individual countries 
probably would go over to later 
conferences. 


The whole point of such a con- 


ference would be to broadcast to 
the world the little understood 
fundamental that the immigrant re- 
quirements 
of the immigrant im- 


porting countries of the new world 
are in direct conflict with the pres- 
sure on emigrant exporting coun- 
tries of the other hemisphere. 


By laying down a concrete policy 


misunderstandings such as 
that 


•which arose over Japanese exclu- 
sion would not occur. Emigrant 
exporting nations would clearly 
understand how the western hemi- 
sphere looked upon migration to- 
ward their shores and understand 
that apparent discrimination did 
not in fact exist

BEATRICE, Neb., Dec. 18.—Mrs. 


Laura 
Rheinmiller, mother, and 


Orville Rheinmiller, brother of 
George Rheinmiller, were among 
the witnesses who testified in dis- 
trict court this morning at the 
opening of the trial of Edward 
Schuerman, charged with the mur- 
der of George. 


The murdered man, according to 


the 
evidence of 
mother 
and 


brother, lived all of his life in De- 
Witt, was twenty-nine years of age 
and served one year in France with 
the three hundred and fiftieth in- 
fantry. He left home at 6:30 the 
morning of the killing, October 10. 


Charles Ross of Cedar Rapids, 
la., employed as foreman of a Rock 
Island bridge gang, was the only 
person with Rheinmiller when the 
shooting occurred. He stated that 
he accompanied Rheinmiller from 
town, Rheinmiller working with 
him in the construction 
of a 


cement bridge. 
When about half a mile from De- 


Witt, where a state 
highway 


crosses 
the 
Burlington tracks, 


Ross noticed an Overland car 
slowly approaching. As it reached 
the men, Schuerman got out, threw 
a shotgun to his shoulder, mut- 
tered something Ross could not 
understand, and fired at Rhein- 
miller, missing him. 
Ross and Rheinmiller then re- 
treated around the car, Rheinmiller 
using Ross as a shield and with 
his hands on Ross' shoulders. Ross 
testified that Rheinmiller called, 
"Don't shoot," Schuerman calling 
to Ross, "Rheinmiller is the man I 
^wktrt;" firing two more shots, both 
of which took effect 
RhelnmiUer fell. Ross testified, 


Schuerman said, "I had to kill him 
at last," and then jumped in his 
automobile and drove away. 


Ross then went to DeWitt and 


notified the marshal of the trag- 
edy. 
Supervisor Jess Buss, residing 


just across the county line in Gage 
county, a short distance from the 
scene of the tragedy, testified that 
he was feeding the chickens when 
he saw the car drive up to Rhein- 
miller and Ross, saw a large man 
alight, heard one report of a shot- 
gun, followed later by two more 
reports, and saw the 
car drive 


away. Buss testified he went to the 
scene where he found Rheinmiller 
lying on the road fase downward, 
his feetin a ditch. 


During the trial, Judge W. J. 


Moss, who is presiding, following 
an outbreak of laughter on the part 
of the audience, warned the crowd1 
that another demonstration would 
be followed by the clearing of the 
court room. 
All participants, he 


said, were guilty of contempt 


The four children of Schuerman, 


the defendant 
Lewis, 
aged 19; 


Vernon, 15; Leland, 12 and Irene, 8, 
were in the court room this morn- 
ing, the little girl greeting her 
father affectionately and sitting 
during the session, with her arms 
around his neck. 


Other witnesses examined this 


morning included R. "W. Venrick, 
DeWlit funeral director, and Dr. G. 
B. Cross, who testified that either 
of both wounds found in the body 
of Rheinmiller would have proved 
fatal.

President Believes

The , 
specific matter to be looked into j 
is a letter said to have been writ-1 
ten by Captain Hugo W. Osterhaus, i 
jr., of the naval war college at 
Newport, R. L, to Captain R. L. 
Berry of the New York navy yard 
which subsequently found its way 
into print. 


The letter is said to have dis- 


cussed frankly the relative disad- 
vantage of the American fleet in i 
gun fire range and was construed" 
by the president 
and Secretary 


Wilbur as being conldential infor- 
matio" "of benefit to foreign pow- 
ers."It is not the purpose of the ad- 
ministration to gag officers or pre- 
vent free discussion of the navy or 
punish criticism. The object is to 
remind officers that there is a line 
which must nat be passed in the 
discussicnsi particularly when it is 
the avowed intention of the presi- 
dent to avoid certain subjects such 
as gun rang epending an investiga- 
tion being made for him of the rela- 
tive merits of battleships and air- 
craft. This investigation may have 
a vital bearing on future American 
naval policy and the president him- 
self has ordered a temporary sus- 
pension of gun range discussion 
until it is completed. 


The present step is a direct se- 


quel to the president's anger at 
certain naval officers at the time 
the naval budget estimates were 
under discussion a few months 
back.

moved by the flames. Only a few 
feet of shingles near the eaves and 
some bent and twisted metal rods 
remained. 


No official estimate of the losa 


was computed, but an estimate set 
the total value of damage at be- 
tween $1.500 and $2,000. The Ank- 
ers, who prepared 
to stay with 


neighbors temporarily, had their 
household effects insured. Charred 
brands from the burned roof, and 
water sprayed from the fire, to- 
gether with flaming embers that 
fell, wrecked the apartment Water 
also seeped thru and soaked the 
contents of a closet in the apart- 
ment of Mrs. A. Lee, below. 


The roof burned for some min- 


utes before it fell upon the celling, 
warning the occupants.

NOVEMBER WARM AND DRY 


Winter Grains Suffered for Lack 


of Rain, While Beets Make 


Good Yield. 


November was a warm, dry 


month, with abundant sunshine, 
low relative humidity, and more 
than average wind movement. 


Temperatures averaged from 1 


degree to* more than 2 degrees 
above normal. In the southeastern 
quarter the month was nearly as 
warm as November, 1923, but in 
the remainder of the state it was 
from 2 degrees to 3 degrees colder 
than the previous November. There

Precipitation averaged only one-

northwestern divisions, two-thirds. 
In the southeastern division there 


was general rain on the 13th, and 
rain or snow ou the 26tb to 28th. 
In western divisions most of the 
precipitation fell as snow during 
the last week. 


The warm, dry weather was very 


favorable for outdoor work, but 
kept the soil too dry for the best 
progress of winter grains, especial- 
ly in southeastern counties^where 
October was also unusually dry. 
Wheat was reported in poor con- 
dition in the southeastern division, 
but very good in western and cen- 
tral divisions. Corn husking and 
beet harvest made excellent pro- 
gress. 
Corn yields fell somewhat 


short of earlier expectations. Beets 


made a good yield of high sugar 
content.

Before, the Bridge was Built 


"V^EARS after the rails had been pushed from the Missouri to the Pacific, 
X there -was no railroad bridge over the river at Plattsmouth. In sum- 


mer this water gap was crossed by ferry. In winter a temporary bridge 
w«s built on piles driven through holes cut in the ice.

asked Tor the support of the su- 
preme court and state library in 
ihe budget that department of the 
state has prepared for submission 
to the legislature. This budget is 
not a part of the recommendations 
made by the governor as to ex- 
penditures. The increase is small, 
$12,860, the greater part of which 
represents desired increases in the 
salaries and wages of subordinate 
employes 
In part this represents 


merely a return 
to the old level 


paid these employes, who had to 
submit at the last session to a cut 
ol 5 per cent.

H. C. Lindsay, clerk of the court,

A. Wash, rinse thoroly and wipe 


Inside and out, after using a little 
baking soda In the 
first rinsing 


water. Do not let it soak in water. 
Fill with 
any 
preferred poultry 


dressing and sew up the slit made 
in removing the internal organs. 
Wrap the ears and tail in buttered 
paper to 
prevent 
burning, and 


fasten with a stitc'h. Put a cork in 
the mouth to hold it open. Press 
the legs forward close to the body 
and hold in position with a truss- 
ing needle or skewers. 
Rub the 


outside with salt and pepper and 
sprinkle lightly with flour. 
Cook 


in a moderate oven 3 1-2 to 4 1-2 
hours, according 
to 
size, giving 


greatest heat at first and reducing 
later. The heat can be raised a 
little if necessary at the last if it 
Is not quite brown enough. If a 
self-basting roaster 
is 
not used, 


baste every 15 minutes with a mix- 
ture of butter and hot water. Dur- 
ing the last hour use butter or pan 
fat only, letting all the .liquid in 
the pan evaporate to a brown 
glaze for gravy. 


The pig will probably need to be 


turned a little from time to time 
to secure even roasting, hence the 
usefulness of a trussing needle and 
the strings rather than skewers. It 
should be a delicate melt-in-your- 
mouth brown 
and 
should carve 


very easily. Remove all 
strings 


and skewers, unwrap the ears and 
tail. 
A small red apple or tiny 


orange is put in the mouth, if the 
pig appears whole at table, with a 
cranberry collar around his neck 
and cranberry "eyes" In the empty 
sockets. Garnish with parsley and 
if the dish is very large with red 
baked apples. 


Serve apple 
sauce 
or baked 


apples or fried or baked apple frit- 
ters with the pig. Good brown 
gravy calls for attention for remov- 
ing excess fat before dissolving the 
brown glaze in stock or water, care 
ful final seasoning atj* the avoid- 
ance of too much thickening, as 
gravy always thickens on the plate. 


The liver and beart previously 


cooked and chopped may be used 
in the dressing if desired.

(sweet or white as preferred) with 
creamed onions or cauliflower or 
creamed celery, or squash or peas. 


The main course may be pre- 


ceded by a fruit cocktail or an 
oyster cocktail, or a clear, appetiz- 
ing soup (or both, if desired), and 
followed by a light salad. A green 
salad is always in the best taste 
with a heavy dinner, but if pre- 
ferred a half-sweet light fruit and

It is a fact that 
no museum or private collection can 
show any lustre ware to compare 
with that made to-day in delicacy, 
color, and modelling. Quite a little 
black is used for handles and line 
decoration, which adds to the decora- 
tive value of the colors.

Months before a community suf- 


fers from the plague, the rat popula- 
tion suffers and dies. An unusual 
death rate among rodents must give 
rise to the suspicion of epidemic dis- 
ease in the rat family. 
In health matters it is wise to be 
several jumps ahead of disease. To 
protect against the plague, or the 
"black death," as it is called, re- 
quires intelligence, organization and 
a long purse. But every dollar spent 
to prevent sickness and death is 
money well spent. 
As I write there are sensational 


newspaper reports of many deaths in 
California from pneumonic plague. 
This is only a specialized form of the 
plague, but it is a very serious type 
of the disease. 
The pneumonic plague strikes the 


victim without warning. High fever, 
pain in the chest, difficult breathing 
and severe cough are the early symp- 
toms. The sputum is bloody. Black- 
ness of the face is quickly noticed. 


Sometimes there are intestinal dis- 


turbances -with diarrhoea. This may 
mislead and give the impression that 
the case is one of typftoid fever. 


The heart fails, the pulse is weak 
and the prostration is profound. 
Very few persons recover from the 
disease. 
The rat is merely the vehicle. The 


real offender is the flea. When the 
rat host dies the fleas Ieav4 the cold 
body and jump on to the nearest ani- 
mal. If this is a rat, all right; but if 
it is a man, the bite of the flea gives 
him the infection, and soon h 
is 


down with the plague. 
The time will come when houses 
and other buildings, especially along 
the water front, will be given sub- 
stantial foundations and made rat- 
proof. The harborage of rats should 
be destroyed, and by cleanliness and 
orderliness the breeding- places will 
disappear. 
Science is at work to perfect a i 


serum to control the disease and a 
vaccine to inoculate against it.

How to Make a Wedding- Veil. 
To make a wedding veil of tulle 


or silk illusion on a coronet frame; 
use white shirring or a frame wire. 
Wire nippers for cutting wire can 
be bought at cutlery counters or 
hardware stores. 


Cut the wire in the following 


lengths: 
Two pieces 
eighteen 


inches long, one piece six inches 
long, two nieces five and a half 
inches, two pieces five, two pieces 
four and a half inches long. 


Take one 18-inch length, shaping 


to head so it will be about an inch 
behind the ears, or sixteen inches 
when finished. 
For center front 


use a 6-inch piece, twisting around 
headpiece and clinching tight wi«h 
nippers. This should measure four 
inches when finished. 
The 51-2- 


inch pieces come next on each side, 
two and three-quarter inches from 
center front; 5-inch pieces next, 
each five and a quarter inches 
from center front; 
the 
4%-inch 


pieces are at each end of the head- 
piece. All of these 
finish 
two 


inches less than measured. 


Next take the other 18-inch wire. 


Twist center front wire over it. 
Do likewise with other wires. This 
completes the coronet frame. Now 
shape to the head, pressing in a 
little at the sides toward the front 
to give a more rounded effect at 
front. 
> 


A narrow poece of tulle or silk 


illusion is wound around over all 
the wires to conceal them. A plain 
piece of tulle is next fitted over 
the back of the 
coronet 
This 


should be taken from the sides of 
the veil length, as it comes in 108- 
inch width. Always use double. 
The front of the coronet can be 
covered with plain tulle and seed 
pearls sewn in any design over it 
An attractive design is to have five 
rows of the seed pearls on all the 
covered wires finished off with a 
twist of the pearls across the front. 


A piece of real lace—a family 


heirloom—may be used as the front 
of the coronet- A real lace hand- 
kerchief,'with the center removed, 


from side to side. This can be run ; 
thru the 2-inch heading and caught ' 
on the sides of coronet. A pretty 
finish is of wheels made with 
orange blossoms for the 
center,

molested-hand as commissioner.
